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BOMB: EXPLOSION IN 
BATTERY PATH 


CHINESE COOLIE SEVERELY 


INJURED 
‘THREE THEORIES PROPOUNDED 


“ROLLED OATS” TIN PLANTED 
OVERNIGHT. 


A sensational bomb explosion occurred in Bat- 
tery Path just before 9 o’clock this morning, and 
Choy Yuen, a coolie employed at St. John’s Cathe-: 


dral, was severely injured. 


The explosion occurred among the shrubbery 
lining the side of the path running past the Cathe- 


dral, just behind the French Mission’s Building. 


‘Immediately following ‘the crash, Choy was! 
seen to fall over the wall into a drain on the ele-|. 


_ vated part of Murray Parade ground. 


Willing helpers immediately rushed to where 
Choy had fallen and was lying motionless. When 
he was picked up he was still alive, but terribly in-'- 
jured. His face vas blackened, and there was an 


ugly wound in h. chest. 


Choy was taken out of the 
drain and laid on his back on the 
ground near by and all possible 
agsistance was rendered him 
until the arrival of the Police, 
who had him removed to the Gov- 
ernment Civil Hospital. 

rhuge volume of smoke rose

At the spot where the bomb 
exploded, the shrubs were -blown 
away over a space of roughly 
five feet by two. . 

In a bough of a tall tree to the 
left of the clearing Police inves- 
tigators found a piece of metal 
which had evidently prmed part 
of the bomb, while a piece of 
similar metal was embedded in 
the bough of another tree un the 
other side of the path and oppo- 
site the spot where the explo- 
vion occurred, This gives sume 
indieution | of the fors of the 
“blow up.” 

“Rolled Oats" Tin, 


On the ground in the clasring 
caused by the explosion was 
found some twisted tin which had 
once been an old can. It was 
blackened and rusty, but after a 
little rubbing the words “rolled 
oats” could be read on the tin. 

“Qn the wall overlooking the 
Murray Parade Ground were two 
large pieces of what had been a 
Chinese plate, whole on the 
ground, among the shrubs, an- 
other small piece’ was found. 
What connection this had with 
the explosion is not clear, 
but the Police took posses- 
sion of these as. well as 
the, tin and fragments of 
metal, 

Choy Yuen lives in the ser- 
vants’ quarters of the Cathedral 
and according to other servants 
he had gone. ‘to sit: on.. the wall 
overlooking’ the parade “ground

"Within recent years many own- 
ers of large estates and historic 
bulldings have fotnd themselves un- 
able to maintain them and be res- 
ponsible for their preservation, So 
in many cases the castle, abbey, or 
other historic site has been offered 
to us to preserve for the nation, 

For Ever, 

"We become guardians of — the 
building in perpetuity, The owner 
is still owner, and retains certain 
privileges, but the building or site 
belongs to the nation, A deed of | 
guardianship is executed ta this 
end, It is irrevorable and binding 
on the owner and his heirs for ever. 

“Our funds are limited, For the 
las: few years we have had anly be- 
tween £40,000 and £50,000 annually, 
and there are more thin 240 sites 
in our charge. This year, unfor- 
tunately, we may get less money 
still, 

“When a new building is taken 
over it is usually necessary to start 
repair work at once. This costs 
money, and go we are not able to 
xecept everything that is offered to 
us, however Interesting it may be. 
Jul somehow or other we have mane 
aved to tuke advantage recently of 
every effort which concerned 4 
building of real historical import- 
ane. iS

Eighteen bodies were found in 
the tomb, for the most part richly 
adorned with head ornaments and 
necklaces of gold.

Kowloon (the mainland opposite 
Hong Kong) is the anglicised form 
of the Chinese Kau Yung (nine 
dragons). .This name is derived 
from the ridge of nine bills which 
form a rampart along the northern 
side of the harbour and seem to be 
guarding the approach to China.

The 
temperature has a yearly range of 
from 45 to 99 degrees, but it occa- 
sionally falls below 40, and ice has 
been known to occur on the Peak. 

The Shopping Centre. 
* Naturally you will be interested 
to hear about the City and the wou- 
derful shops, both European and 
Chinese, which attract the tourist 
from all parts of the world. The 
central areas of the City are well 
- built, the roads and atreeta are for 
the most part’ udmirably made and 
kept up and many of the thorough- 
farcs delightfully shaded with well- 
grown trees, The European busi- 
ness quarter occupies the middle of 
the City, from Pottinger Street to 
the Naval Yard, but with the ex- 
ception of thie limited area almost 
all the lower levels, especially the 
western district, are covered by a) 
dense mass of Chinese shops and 
tenements.

“BUDGET BALANCING TAX BILL. 


Washington, Yesterday. 

A dramatic appeal for balanc-
